Church History 


In 1969, a small group of Christians discussed the possibility of meeting together 
for prayer. Sister Marie Bright welcomed the group into her home for prayer on 
October 20, 1969. During the prayer session, eleven Christians prayed and 
exchanged ideas for organizing a Christian mission. 


This group met again on October 29, 1969 and agreed to step out on faith and 
form a Christian Mission. The Baptist Mission became a reality and officers 
were elected. Deacon Louis Green was elected as Moderator, Sister Ethel 
Hayes, Treasurer, and Sister Marie Bright, Secretary. Other members were 
Brothers DeWitt Taylor, John Isaac, and Roy Noe; Sisters Bertha Duncan, Naomi 
McClenney, Mary Lee Jackson, Gertrude Taylor, Beatrice Jackson, and Carrie 
McGowan, Sister Violet Singleton 


On November 16, 1969, the Mission acquired a building at 211 S. Center Street 
and held their first service. The Mission started to grow, and members believed 
that it should become organized as a church. 


On November 28, 1969, the Mission met to be organized. Rev. T. A. Clark, Sr., 
Pastor of Greater Galilee Missionary Baptist Church, Chicago, Illinois, assisted by 
a council of Pastors, brought to focus the Mission’s dream to become a Church. 
Others who assisted and participated were Deacon John Clark, Indianapolis, 
Indiana and Brother Charles McClanahan, musician. Sister Nellie Clark acted as 
Secretary. The church was then named; with this honor going to Rev. Clark who 
said, “the Mission showed so much Christian spirit and harmony, it should be 
named - Loving Missionary Baptist Church.” The first officers were Deacons 
Louis Green, John Isaac, and DeWitt Taylor; Sisters Pat Anderson, Church Clerk 
and Ethel Hayes, Treasurer. | 





























In January of 1970, Loving was blessed with its’ first Pastor, Leo Sneed. He led 
the Church to experience the adding of new members and the new location at 
1300 West Locust Street. Rev. Sneed ended his leadership with Loving in March 
1972 when he was called to pastor in Indianapolis, Indiana. 


Crystal Taylor was the first child born to any parent of the church in 1971. 


God blessed Loving with their second leader, Rev. T. A. Clark, Jr., in April 1972. 
Rev. Clark’s leadership led Loving to grow spiritually, physically, and financially. 
Loving purchased the church building at Prairie and Monroe Streets, in 
Bloomington. 


Loving purchased its first parsonage on November 6, 1972 and its second in 
April of 1974 under Rev. Clark’s leadership. In 1977, Rev. Clark was called to 
pastor another church. 


Rev. |. M. Muse was Loving’s third pastor from June 1977 through March 1979. 
Rev. Muse returned to his Decatur home after a short time in Bloomington. 


In July of 1979, Loving was blessed with the leadership of Rev. James Hines, the 
fourth pastor. Loving continued to grow spiritually and financially under Rev. 
Hines’ leadership. Rev. Hines was successful in his teachings of God’s Word and 
by volunteering and showing leadership throughout the Bloomington/Normal 
community. 


Under his leadership, Loving was blessed with five (5) associate ministers - two 
of whom have been appointed as Pastors in other congregations; Rev. Rodney 
Winters, East St. Louis, Rev. Darrell Bagwell, Galesburg, IL, Rev. Chris Davis, Rev. 
Fred Harris, and Rev. Floyd Bond. 


Loving and the music department were blessed with several talented musicians 
in Sandra Taylor (Bloomington), Charles McClenahan (Bloomington), Joe Young 
(Alabama), John Hayes (Chicago), Michael Hughes (Decatur), Frank Suggs 
(Normal), Daniel Brown (Chicago), Lorraine Loving (Normal), Rufus Nelson 
(Peoria), Jennifer Shaw (Bloomington) and Deonte’ Mosely (Bloomington). 
Other musicians: MacArthur Edwards, Larry Woods, and Daryl Brown, (acoustic 
and bass guitar); Otis Evans Jr., Larry Jones, Steffon Shadwaldt, and Daniel Sykes 
(drummers). 





During this period of growth, the music ministry grew to include the senior 
choir, the male chorus, teen and youth choirs with Sister Gertrude Taylor as it’s 
first choir president, Deacon James Joyner, Minister of Music, and Robbie 
Thornton, Assistant Directress. 


One of the founding members, Deacon Louis Green prayed that the Church 
would be free of mortgage debt before his time to pass on — this became a 
reality for Deacon Green. In December of 1990, Pastor Hines led the church in a 
six-month financial drive to clear the church mortgage debt. In June of 1991, 
God blessed Pastor James Hines and the members of Loving to “Burn the 
Mortgage.” 


On April 23, 1993 the Church at the Prairie Street location was sold. Loving 
worshipped at the Seventh Day Adventist building next door until October 31, 
1993. On November 1, 1993, Loving purchased the church at 1101 N. Roosevelt 
for our place of worship. 


After more than 20 years of dedicated and devoted service to Loving, Rev. 
James Hines retired on November 30, 1999. Under Rev. Hines’ pastorate two 
(2) mortgages were burned, membership grew, and he was a pillar in the 
community. Deacon James Joyner, Chairman of the Deacon Board, and a pulpit 
committee made up of members and officers of the church lead a six-month 
search for pastorate candidates. 


God led Rev. William L. Johnson to Loving and the members accepted Rev. 
Johnson as pastor/messenger, sent by God. Rev. William Johnson, the fifth 
pastor, preached his first message as Pastor of Loving Missionary Baptist Church 
on June 11, 2000. 


Since Rev. Johnson came to Loving, membership has grown tremendously. The 
completion of a remodeling project where the entire church was carpeted, the 
sanctuary was adorned with beautiful new pews, pulpit furniture and the 
placement of all lower level windows. The exterior of the building received new 
siding and the church van was repainted and lettered. Rev. Johnson serves as 
Second Vice Moderator of OWDBA. 



































Wednesday night Bible Study/Prayer Services has grown and continues to be 
the mid-week Christ Centered Ministry. During 2003 alone over 34 of God's 
children have joined Loving. 


Under Pastor Johnson’s leadership, Loving has been blessed with the following 
Associate Ministers — Rev. Christopher Henry, Rev. Benjamin Nicks, Rev. Larry 
Spears, Rev. Otis Evans, Rev. Micheal Powe, Rev. Ernest Dawson, Rev. DeRicco 
Reed and Rev. Rufus Nelson. Currently, Rev Nicks is the Pastor of St. Luke 
Missionary Baptist Church in Peoria, IL and Rev. Evans is the Pastor of Greater 
New Light Missionary Baptist Church. 


Pastor Johnson is the Second Vice Moderator of the Orthodox Woodriver 
District Baptist Association. He is a teacher/lecturer of OWDBA Congress. 


Year 2003 witnessed the beginning of Loving’s Women’s Ministry and Men’s 
Mentoring Ministry. Each ministry meets Tuesday evenings at 6:00 pm. 


Over the past eleven years Loving has purchased properties at 1704 Six Points 
Road and 1103 N. Roosevelt Street, both in Bloomington. 


Continue to pray for Loving’s Leadership as God leads, that we may follow.
